Then the fabric squares would be pieced together and made 
into a quilt with the help of the community; and when the quilt was finished, it 
would be displayed in the middle school hallway for all to admire. 

Hunter came home excited and had selected “The Call of the Wild” by Jack 
London for his project. He remembered a design from one of our publications 
that had a howling wolf with the moon in the background that he thought wou’ 
be perfect to portray his novel selection. Hunter asked for my help, and of 
course, | was thrilled. We decided to use waste canvas and cross-stitch his 
project. Hunter's friend Jeffrey, who is Michelle’s son, saw Hunter working on 
his project and asked if | would teach him how to cross-stitch for his project. 
Then Michelle decided to join in the fun and use cross-stitch to make her fabri 
square, too. So the four of us spent countless, entertaining hours together 
cross-stitching. This was Michelle's first experience cross-stitching and now 
she's hooked; as soon as she finished her square, she couldn’t wait to start 
another project. Hunter and Jeffrey admit that they had fun cross-stitching 
and learned to appreciate the art form but acknowledge that it’s not quite 
as easy as they thought it would be. 

This school project has been such a gratifying 
experience for me. | really appreciate and value 
teachers like Michelle, who think outside of the box 
and use ingenious ways to make learning fun and 
rewarding for their students.

Just as some people crave 
chocolate, | am addicted to 
music. From Christian to 
classical, big band to pop, 
music has always reached the 
depths of my soul. My fondest 
memories of childhood are 
those | spent with my two 
sisters listening to the radio or 
playing records on the record 
player. Sometimes we would 
act as if we were the per- 
formers by holding brushes for 
microphones while prancing in 
front of our make-believe 
audience. The songs had lyrical 
meaning, and the melody could 
stir the myriad of emotions in 
us all. One of my personal 
favorite songs from that time 
period is “Turn, Turn, Turn” 
recorded by The Birds. The 
lyrics are about time and 
change. Taken from the book of 
Ecclesiastes, Pete Seger wrote 
his version of King Solomon's 
words: “There is a season and 
a time to every purpose under 
heaven ... A time to rend, a 
time to sew ...” 

| am reminded of this song 
and verse every time | complete 
a cross stitch project. When | 


ago, framing was consistently 
my finishing technique of choice. 
After an extended period of 
time, not only was | in need of 
more wall space, but gravity 
seemed to “pull” at my dearly 
loved projects. Professional 
reframing, interior redecorating 
or selling them were out of the 
question. Recalling an article I 
once read indicated that a 
framed cross stitch piece 
should be hung on the wall for 
approximately 6 to 18 months, 
then removed from the wall to 
be stored facedown for a few 
months. This tends to slow or 
halt the distorted gravitational 
effect. But, instead of storing or 
selling it at a garage sale, why 
not create something functional 
and unique to keep or give to a 
dear friend? A tote, dress, 
sachet, book cover or photo 
album are among some of the 
ideas to transform your framed 
work of art into a functionally 
fabulous item. We've taken the 
framed “Life’s Lesson” and 
created a lovely appliqued tote. 
After removing the frame, 
launder the cross stitch project 
by placing it facedown in a tub 
of tepid water using a mild 
soap such as lvory Liquid™. 
Soak for 15 minutes; then rinse 
thoroughly. To remove the 
excess water, place the project 
facedown on a clean white 
towel and roll. Then place the 
project between two pressing 
cloths and iron until dry. Simply 
appliqué the project to a tote, 
add trim for flair or slightly 
fringe the edges and PRESTO! 
a new and useful creation. 

So whether gravity has 
begun tugging on your framed 
cross stitch piece, or you have 
been bitten by the redecorating 
bug, remember there is a time 
for change. With a creative twist 
you can repurpose those

| think that most stitchers/ 

P ; Ps 
will agree with me that 
signing our stitching adds a 
unique quality to the piece 
that even non-stitchers will 
recognize. And | believe that 
heirloom-quality stitching 
deserves recognition! We 
have stitched on that piece 
for days, weeks, months or 
(sometimes) years and 
signing it is the culmination 
of all our efforts. 

Every stitcher eventually 
develops his or her own style 
for a signature, whether it’s a 
full name or just initials and a 
few of us will include this 
somewhere on everything we 
stitch. Or, as with this design, 
Martha Spence Sampler, you 
see that incorporating the 
name of a family member to 
a stitched piece can give 
your family a history lesson in 
love. We have all seen the 
samplers commemorating a 
wedding, birth or anniversary, 
but what about some of 
the more unusual ways of 
including a bit of history 
with your stitching? 

| attended a stitching show 
in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 
several years ago. At this 
show there was a wonderful 
lady, Ann Trussel, who 
shared a sweet story with 
me. She told me of a card 
included behind the framing 
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paper on a project stitched 
by her great-grandmother. 
This card had several bits of 
information that probably 
seemed trivial when it was 
penned and placed with the 
piece, but for Ann it gave this 
ancestor a voice that she 


wouldn't have otherwise had. 
it included the date the piece 
was finished, the weather 
conditions the day the piece 
was framed, the full name of 
the stitcher and the name of 
the fabric weaver. This infor- 
mation became a treasured 
piece of history for the family. 
| took this story to heart, 
and | began to include news 
columns, short letters of 
introduction, what age and 
height my children were on 
the day | finished stitching, a 
manufacturer listing for the 
products | used, and anything 


else | can think of that will be 
a window into my world from 
years in the future. 

Be inventive! You can chart 
the letters of your name or 
initials on graph paper. In- 
clude the date and stitch this 
information on your project. 
Sign your name with an 
air-soluble marker, then em- 
broider over the lines. If you 
include information with a 
framed piece, pin it to the 
center back of the mounting 
board, and this way the 
paper or plastic never comes 
in contact with your fabric. 
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After graduating in 1980 from 
Virginia Tech with a bachelor’s 
degree in Forestry and Wildlife, 
Susan Stadler moved to 
Montana to work for the U.S. 
Forest Service. She met and 
married her husband, Don. 
They have two sons, Kyle and 


Eric, two dogs and four cats. 
Susan's designing career 
began in 1997. Inspired by an 
antique carousel near her 
place of employment, Susan 
spent her lunch hour watching 
the carousel and studying 
each horse. When she 
discovered that the local 
needlecraft shop didn't sell 
carousel cross stitch designs, 
she embarked on her first 
designing journey. Her newest 
carousel designs can be seen 
at CrossingMontana.com 
Approximately 50 designs 
later, Susan combines her love 
for cross stitch samplers with 
her hobby of genealogy, which 


she has traced back to i 
1600s. After researching 
motifs and geometric forirs 
from a particular era, Susan 
will incorporate a family 
member's name from the 
same time period into the 
sampler, such as Martha 
Spence who was Susans 
grandmother. Susan never 
met her grandmother, yet 
through the genealogy 
research she discovered that 
Martha attended schoo! to 
the eighth grade, passed the 
Teacher's Examination and 
began teaching at a country 
schoo! at fifteen. 

An avid wildlife watcher, 
Susan also enjoys knitting 
and needlework.

“CROSS STITCH (x):

The second method is 
used when making single 
stitches. The bottom and 
top halves of each stitch 
are worked before starting 
the next stitch.

WORKING ON EVENWEAVE 

When working on linen or other evenweave fabric, 
keep needle on right side of fabric, taking needle 
front to back to front with each stitch. Work over two 
threads, placing the beginning and end of the 
bottom half of the first Cross-Stitch where a vertical 
thread crosses a horizontal thread.
